London, Aug. 24. — Tlie cause which 
led to the retirement of Generals Von 
Ciiprive and \ r on Moltke from tho com- 
mand of the navy and army respectively 
is gradually being made manifest since 
the Emperor's rot urn from his visit to tho 
Czar. Emperor William, front tho mo- 
ment of his ttscendinti tho throne to tho 
present, lias entertained a fanatical dunire 
to make the German navy the lit'Ht in tho 
world, and in pursuit of this idea ho 
caused some time ago a cotlosaal plan of 
naval extension to be prepared, which lie 
submitted to the get) onus for ti.eir ap- 
proval. These officers expressed disap- 
proval of the scheme, and the that evi- 
dence of the Emperor's chagrin thereat 
wtts the retirement of Von Oaprive, 
ostensibly bectiuse his imperial Majesty 
doubted the wisdom of his grand-father's 
judgment in appointing ofticera to the 
command of the navy, but really in order 
to provide his pliant brother a place com- 
mensurate to his kinship with the Em- 
peror and to rebuke Oaprive for having 
opposed his magnificent; scheme. General 
Von Moltke expressed his belief that tho 
geographical conditions of the German' 
coasts would militate against tho extensive 
recruiting of mariners and argued that it. 
would he better to improve tho laud de- 
fense by organizing a landstrum than to 
incite useless expense ill naval augmenta- 
tion. Furthermore, Gen. Von Moltke 
expressed an opinion as to the useless- 
nesa of the Northern canal, whose outlet 
into tho Baltic Sett is at Kiel, aud tho 
frank declaration of the field marshal and 
the general furnish the fulcrum upon 
which the lover ousting hint from bis ex- 
ulted position was worked. 

Tho " St. James «;ii/.«itc •' on (be Memtiiife. 

London, Aug. 24. — The i>t. Jttuies 
Gazette, commenting on the President's 
message, says: — "The position is awkward 
and unpleasant for both countries. The 
retaliation threatened is so illogical and 
unreasonable that it is tlilticult to under- 
stand its precise cauBo and meaning. Two 
plausible explanations occui. It may be 
intended to influence votes and merely to 
bluff Canada into granting American de- 
mands. There is no doubt that the mut- 
ter is a serious one for Canada, not merely 
as far us local affairs are concerned, but 
where imperial interests are also involved. 
England must arid will supply proper 
safeguards for her Canadian interests. 
We must await the next step. It is 
diflicult to suppose that the matter will be 
allowed to end otherwise than in a per- 
fectly friendly manner." 

Comment «iu llic Message. 

London, Aug. 24.— Concerning the re- 
taliation message of President Cleveland 
the Post thinks that tho commission of 
nations demanded that England should 
bo invited to reconsider tho matter before 
proceeding further. Tho /Auit/iVeii'srogards 
t he situation as bad enough, but thinks 
it does not gratify the faintest breathing 
of a rumor of war. Lord Salisbury, the 
News says, is mainly responsible for hav- 
ing sent Chamberlain to negotiate 
the treaty. The Telegraph regards 
the message as a political move, 
probably intended to disconcert the 
rejectors of tho treaty by pushing the 
policy to logical results. The message 
having served its purposo, nothing more 
will be heard about it. 

< Unmbcrlalu's Mnrrlauc. 

LONDON, Aug. 24. —The rumor that 
Joseph Chamberlain is about to be mar- 
ried to Miss Endicott is again revived. 
It- ia being stated in addition that the 
ceremony will be performed in thp early 
part of next year. Chamberlain's oppon- 
ents are railing at him because of his par- 
liamentary idleness. Somebody has 
taken the trouble to ascertain that of 239 
divisions Chamberlain only voted in 38, 
while Gladstone recorded his voto in 
nearly twice as many. 

The "Globe's" Opinion, 

London, Aug. 24.— -The Globe says: 
"President Cleveland makes a strong case 
against Canada, and surmises that Canada 
will be able to show equally as good a 
case. If Canadians had rejected the 
treaty, it says, it would have bean easy to 
understand why Mr. Cleveland should 
ask for retaliation; hut the Globe cannot 
understand why Cleveland, generally a 
just mail, should punish Canadians for an 
act of tho American senate. It asks if 
Cleveland has attempted a bid for tho 
Irish vote." 

liliKlsliiiie's Kluiiiicnee. 

London, Aug. 24. — It has transpired 
that the military bands winch participated 
in the ilawarden flower show yesterday 
received instructions from the war ottiee, 
where they were given permission to at- 
tuud, that if Gladstone should make a 
political speech they wore to leave the 
ground and not return. Gladstone boittg 
apprised of this confined his remarks to 
gardening and horticulture, and his re- 
marks upon these topics bad the same 
effect ill holding the audience as his 
political addresses have hitherto. 

■llNiimi'rkbu rg. 

London, Aug. 24. — Advices from Ac- 
cia, in the Gold Coast colony, state that a 
force consisting of blacks and Krou boys, 
inandod by three German otlicera, has 
ipied Addelni, to the north east of 



the Baronies of Longford, C'astlereagh 
aud Clankeo, and revokes tho operation of 
the crimes act in various parts of Queen's 
County.

The HeMUWe IMsewtsetl In the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, Aug- 24. —The Presi- 
dent's message on our trade relations with 
Canada was read in the Senate to-day, 
and Edmunds at once look the floor on 
tho motion to refer, and criticized tho 
President for this "odd business" for not 
employing means o redress for tho wrongs 
ho complained of, as furnished by the re- 
taliatory law of March, to pass which a 
statute providing for self defence was ap- 
proved by himself and passed by sub- 
stantially the same voto in both houses of 
Congress. If nothing had happened, if 
there had been no instance of injustice, 
then the President wns right in 
doing nothing; but he now stated 
there had been instances of de- 
nial of justice to American fishermen, 
and now only came to Congress and asked 
for an enlargement nf powers that were 
already large enough. U was, Edmunds 
thought, an infinite pity that with ade- 
quate powers, the President should allow 
tho laws to remain unexecuted and in a 
state of innocuous desuetude for eighteen 
months or more. Hoar followed, and, 
(| noting the old adage, that "confession is 
good for the soul," said it wan a subject of 
considerable satisfaction to witness tlld 
working of the grand democratic confes- 
sional established in the White House. 
The administration, ho argued, had known 
all the time that it had a right '.o retali- 
ate, and in the message was seen the re- 
petition of the policy of non-action pur- 
sued by the administration respecting the 
purchase of bonds. Morgan spoke in de- 
fense of the message; President Cleve- 
land had in a manly way laid before the 
people the exact situation ill respect to our 
relations with Canada, Republican op- 
position to this whole fishery affair has 
not been to get the people or the govern- 
ment into better shape, hut co entrap the 
executive and put him where he would 
do the bidding of a minority of the people 
represented by a majority of tho senate. 
Morgan had not favored retaliation for 
the purpose of injuring the people of the 
United States. Ho favored putting it in 
tho power of the President to retaliate, 
and thereby convince Great Britain and 
Canada that the United States had armed 
its local authorities with powers enough 
to rectify whatever wrong they might do, 
and that the United States meant to 
execute its purpose unless they came to 
some wise and just and honorable agree- 
ment. Hall criticized the President's 
message as a desperate expedient to re- 
cover lost ground, and a confession that 
the attitude taken by him and hie 
administration us to the treaty 
was an attitude that had no 
force in it. Nothing had been shewn of 
the wisdom and patriotism of the means 
taken by the republican senators in re- 
jecting the treaty as worthless, so clearly, 
as this message— "why," ho asked, "had 
tho President waited until now to call at- 
tention to the matter of tolls on Canadian 
canals and other matters of injustice to 
Americans. It was becauso ho and his 
administration felt that they had been dis- 
credited in connection with the treaty." 
Sherman said the President's message gave 
him more pleasure than he usually de- 
rived from messages coming from that 
high authority, but he thought it was a 
movement t« Bupply lost ground. If the 
President had a treaty based on the prin- 
ciples laid down m his message, there 
would have been no difficulty about the 
treaty, and it would have been ratified 
by u unanimous voto, because the 
message did aBsert the rights of 
American citizens. He spoke of dis- 
criminating tolls on Canadian canals, and 
said that they ought not to be submitted 
to reciprocal rights, but ought to be in- 
sisted upon. Speaking of the financial 
policy of the administration, he said, that 
of all the financial management that he 
had read of it was the worst. He spoke 
of the countless millions that bad been 
lost through the administration declining 
for nearly three years to use tho surplus 
in purchasing bonds, although both houses 
had declared that the secretary of the 
treasury possessed the power to do so, but 
the President doubted Ins power in that 
case just as he did in this. The debate 
closed with a controversy between Beck 
and Sherman about the fiscal of the ad- 
ministration and Sherman's responsibility 
for the tariff and sinking fund, and 
trusts. George took tho floor for a speech, 
on the message ou Monday, and tho mat- 
ter went over until then. 

Don't Want Uetiillatlou. 

Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 24. — The 
President's message was much commented 
on by fishing owners ou its arrival in this 
morning's papers. The news soon spread 
and a crowd of vessel owners congregated 
in tho merchants' oxchiuigu talking over 
tho matter. It was the general opinion 
among business men that no one here 
wanted retaliation as outlined in the mes- 
sage. An embargo placed on Canadian 
fish and the same treatment as Americans 
received would bo all that would be re- 
quired to settle the difficulty between tho 
countries. ( )n the other hand the men 
who man tho vessels aro unanimous in the 
opinion that what the President has pro- 
posed is just right. Some of the skippers 
think the treaty should not have been re- 
jected becauso it could have boon amend- 
ed so as to make it satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, 

Mure Arrests In the Opium fuse. 

Buffalo, Aug. 24- — A sensation Iiub 
been caused in Ogdeusburg by the arrest 
uf John W. Stone, lawyer, Nathaniel 
Little, jr., deputy collector of customs, 
and W. J. Cumtnisky, janitor of tho Cus- 
tom house, tit Ogdeusburg. The prison- 
ers ure charged with conspiracy to defraud 
tho United States government by remov- 
ing from the custom house over 700 
pounds of opium, The opium was part 
of tho lot found in tho possession of Er- 
win R. Gardner and Ephriam Gardner, 
his cousin, when they were arrested last 
winter while engaged in opium smuggling. 
Since then the confiscated opium has been 
stared in the custom house, and the pre- 
sent arrests aro the outcome of a conspir- 
acy to steal and sell it. • Erwin Gardner 
was arrested at Chicago a few days ago 
while ottering some of the opium for 
sale.

High European and Eastern markets 
sent options jumping upwards, and when 
the last sale of year-wheat had boon made 
it was found to have advanced six and 
three-eighths cents ovor yesterday's clos- 
ing prices.

Ottawa, Aug. 24. — The President's 
retaliation message is the only theme of 
conversation and press comment to-day. 
All the leading papers irrespective of 
politics, condemn the message us political 
buncombe, unworthy of the ruler of any 
civilized nation. The ministers in town 
who are in the city are reticent, but ex- 
press no alarm at the prospect of non- 
mtercdurse. 

Sir Adolphe Caron said: — "1 don't an- 
ticipate any trouble. It appears to be 
simply a case of Cleveland going tho re- 
publicans one better in the bid for the 
eastern vote. " 

Mr. Shaughnessy, the assistant general 
manager of the Canadian Pacific, in an 
interview said if the President's meaning 
was to abolish the privilege whereby 
goods were hi ought in in the winter ria 
Boston and Portland for Canada, and thus 
attempt to freeze Canada out, it will bo 
the American railways which would 
suiter. Tho Grand Trunk line would be 
hurt in its line to Portland, which carried 
a very large percentage of the winter 
trade to and from Canada; but it would 
bo the Central Vermont and other roads 
owned in the United States that would 
feel the pinch most. Such a policy would 
simply result in the trade leaving Port- 
land, and building up St. John and Hali- 
fax, which would then become tho winter 
ports of the Dominion.

It is 
presumed that what tho Anioricans 
want is for us to give up all 
our fishing privileges to them, to give 
them a freo pas3 over our magnificent 
canal systom, and to receive in return the 
good opinion and "high regard" of the 
gro it Americon nation. That tho intelli- 
gence of Cleveland's latest political move 
did not strike terror into tho hearts of the 
pooplo of Eastern Canada may bo gleaned 
from the contents of a telegram reeeivod 
here yesterday stating that as Assistant- 
Gjneial Manager Shaughnessy of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad understood tho 
mossa o ''it wuuld «ork much more dis- 
astrously to American roads." Wo do 
not. seo why the pissige of the bill and its 
eufot cement should not force traffic over 
Canadian linos to cur own ocean ports, 
building up Canadian cities, as we should, 
rather than American ones. It is very 
evident that the C.P.R., at least, will wel- 
cotno with pleasure the remarkable mes- 
sage, both for its matter and manner, of 
tho present Democratic candidate for tho 
Presidency of the United States. 

SUNDAY L Alio It IN GERMAN Y. 

Industrial Germany has reached such a 
pass in the prosecution of its enterprises 
that the practica of dividing tiie Sunday 
from tho rest of the week has become the 
exception rather than the rule. So pre- 
valent is this disregard of the day of rest 
that tho Imperial Government has been 
making an inquiry all over the empire 
with a view to considering tho propriety 
of regulating Sunday labor by legislation, 
and tho results of the investigation have 
beo-i forwarded to Washington by the 
United States consul at Leipsie. The 
most coniplote statistics were gathered in 
Prussia, and these will niFurd doubtless a 
fairly accurate view of the subject. Some 
500, 156 establishments of all kinds in the ,'!0 
Prussian administrative districts, employ- 
ing J,oH0,000 hands, made detailed state- 
ments, from which it appears that 288,939 
establishments, or 57.7 per cent., employ- 
ing 0bS,0OO hands, or 42.2 per cent., work 
on Sundays, while the remainder do not. 
The larger establishments, as a general 
rule, do less Sunday work than the small- 
er ones, lii trade and transportation the 
practico of laboring seven days in a week 
is even moro prevalent. Here 77.0 per 
cent, of the establishments and 57. 8 of the" 
laborers aro so employed. Such is the 
condition of things in Prussia, by far the 
most extensive and important State of the 
Empire. Saxony, on the other hand, 
prohibits Sunday labor in tho manufactur- 
ing and farming industries. But this is 
m exception to tho general practice 
>ver tho Empire. The figures are 
certainly startling, doubly so when' wo 
consider that the German laborer works 
moro hours a day by three and a half and 
tiro than doos the Englishman; The 
whole tendency of the titties in the empire 
seems to b3 in the direction of harder 
work and long it days and weeks, and to 
what en 1 ? Tho German labourer is more 
poorly paid than the English laborer, 
[n tho toil of fourteen hours a day and 
levon days a week he reaps a loss reward 
than docs the latter in nine hours of work 
i day and less than six a week. And how 
nuch richer materially is tho nation be- 
cause of it all ? 



In the recent trial in London about the 
iiibility of a railway company for luggage 
lust by a porler, when it ought to have 
been taken to the luggage office,' Henry 
Fielding Dickens, a son of Charles Dick-

HOWB SOUND. 

. ■ 

Letter From Mr. X. R. O'Brltn, who Spent 
a Vacation ut Howe' Sound. 

In the Toronto Mail of tho 10th Aug- 
ust appears a letter from tho pea of Mr. 
L. R. O'Brien, president of the Royal 
Canadian Academy, who is known to 
many of our readers, ho having puid 
several visits to Victoria. His descrip- 
tion of Howe Sound is as follows: — 
In Camp o.v Howk Sound, 
British Columbia, July 150, 1888. 

My Dear Dwiuiit, — Ever since my 
first visit to tho mountains, I have had an 
increasing desire to seo something of tho 
fiords and inlets of the Pacific coast. So 
this summer, resisting all tho fascinations 
of unexplored places by the way, we came 
straigKi through to Vancouver by rail, 
and engaging a ohinook canoe and two 
Indiuns went up tho coast wherever sail 
and paddles might tako us. They might 
easily havo taken us much further than 
wo have gone, but as my objuct is to 
paint, and subjects of interest abound, wo 
find ourselves lingering weoks instead of 
days at each successive camping ground. 

THE CLIMATE 

here in summer is simply perfect, and 
gives endless variety of color and effect. 
Wo loft Vancouver in the middle of June, 
and have had since then a good deal of 
rain, they say moro than usual, but it is 
warm, soft rain, and not often heavy 
enough to keep one absolutely under 
coyer. There are bore moro perfect blue 
skies, and oven more dazzling sunshine, 
than in Ontario, but a sultry day," Hovor. 
A cool son breeze, delicious in its fresh- 
ness, tempers tho hottest woather, and 
the nights, never very warm, aro never 
cold. Wa sit out by tho camp fire until 
ton or eleven o'clock, and find two blank- 
ets comfortable covering in tho tents. 
On tho coast, too, we are almost free 
from the insect pests which make inland 
woods almost intolerable in June and 
July. True, wo have tnosquitos, but they 
are small and few, and not really trouble- 
some; once wo'saw sand flies just before 
rain. 

TUN MOUNTAINS 

have much tho same character and gen- 
eral form as the Rockies and tho Sel- 
ktrks, but they gain in beauty from the 
water above which they rise and in which 
they aro continuously reflected.. Except 
whore the delta of the Eraser makes a 
tract of flat alluvial land, tho spurs form- 
ing the western slope of tho Cascade or 
coast range of mountains run down with- 
out a break into tho sen. There is sel- 
dom anything like what is commonly 
known as shore. The shore lino is wher- 
ever the tide happens to iIho to on the 
rocks, and is marked by a dark line of 
lichen and seaweed. These jagged nioun 
tain spurs are divided by deep valleys 
and broken by ravines, which, at tho sea 
level, form bays, inlets, and ohan 
nels, correspondingly deep and curi 
ously intricate — ■ good anchorage is 
rare; large vessels havo sometimes to be 
tied up to tho'rocks, alongside of which 
thoy lie in deep water, lint tho smaller 
coves make charming boat, harbors, only 
requiring attention to bo paid to the tides, 
which rise and fall - about fifteen feet, 
lieie anil there in them there is a bit of 
beach, and sometimes, not always, enough 
level ground to pitch a tent upon. 

KKE.HH WATER 

is supplied by innumerable rills and 
mountain streams, and the slopes are lux- 
uriantly clothed with wood until they 
reach, as they often do, above tho timber 
limits, while the higher peaks are capped 
with snow. Howe Sound is tho lirst in- 
dentation of the coast lino north of Bur- 
raid Inlet, which forms the harbor' of 
Vancouver, and six weeks have not suf- 
ficed to enable us to explore it to our sat- 
isfaction. It is over twenty miles 
deep, irregular in outline, studded 
with islands, and walled by 
mountains rising steeply from the water 
to a height of from four to six thousand 
feet. Other mountains still higher rise 
behind them, their snowy heads just 
showing over tho outer range. One in 
particular, called by the|lndians "Intche- 
kai," cannot be less than ten thousand 
feet high, it is some fifteen miles inland, 
Up the valley of the Squantish liver, which 
enters at the head of tho Sound, and rises 
in silent, ethereal majesty above a wall of 
blue, one-third of its height being clothed 
in dazzling snow. This mountain is sel- 
dom seen, the valley being constantly 
filled with clouds, and its appearance one 
lovely afternoon, at a distance of nearly 
forty miles, took us entirely by surprise.

Women Workers on tlie Continent. 
A sad effect of the increased armaments 
of continental Europe is to be found in 
the scarcity of farm hands to prepare and 
handle the crops Tho consequence la 
that the field work Is mostly done now by 
women, lads and old men. The cultiva 
lion of flowers, vines and small fruit Is a 
healthy occupation for a woman, but the 
plowing and reaping ore too onerous, and 
tho German woman of the lower classes 
shows, by Increased physical defects, the 
heavy drain made on her constitution by 
this severe labor Womon in Germany 
are also employed In other outsido work 
Mecklenburg — of all the German states 
i the one least suspected of such a move 
ment — has recently begun to employ 
women as road tenders on the Friedrlch 
Franz railway Since April 1 a number si 
women have been enrolled In the service 
at 100 marks per annum Many of these 
are the wives of tho men now m service 
who are to relieve their husbands The 
uniform of this female corps consists of a 
badge on the ami in the national colors 
(blue, yellow and red) and a dark blue 
bandanna arouud the head Tho stipend 
is of a miserable quantity amounting to 
but $50 a year, or less than $1 a week 
for important service.* that require uncoas 
bag attention and exactitude.

FROM THE NORTH. 

Arrival or the Idaho atNanalmo- T.S! Nowell, 
of Boston, and Unfits Sylvester, of 
Cassiar, Among the Panssnirers 
—Interesting; Mf.nlng News. 

(in tho arrival of the train from Nan- 
ainio yesterday, it was learned that the 
steamer Idaho had arrived there from 
Alaska, and would take in a full cargo of 
coal before coming on to Victoria and tho 
Sound. About fifteen of her passengers 
came down on the train, amongst whom 
were Mr. Rufus Sylvester, of Cassiar, and 
Mr. Thos. S. Nowell, of Boston, Mass., 
who is heavily interested in Alaska. 

Air. Sylvester was seen by a represent- 
ative of THE Colonist and said he had 
very little news to impart owing to tho 
quiet state of tho Cassiar country. The 
spring was very backward this year arid 
the mines have not been doing well, there 
being very poor outputs from Dease and 
Thibet creeks. McDaiue creek has had 
about the same luck except in the case of 
Quartz creek, a tributary to the McDaniu, 
where the prospects have been very good, 
but far from reaching the results antici- 
pated. Mr.' Sylvester bonded his fur in- 
terests to the Hudson's Bay Company and 
it is expected the sale will bo completed 
before ho returns north, which will 
be on the Aucon next week. He brought 
250 tons of beaver skins with him, which 
will arrive on the Idaho either to-day or 
to-morrow. 

ALASKA .MINING ITEMS. 

The reporter called on Mr. Nowell, who 
was staying at the Driard, and found him 
ready and willing to discuss the mining 
situation in Alaska. Mr. Nowell is, as 
before stated, one of the largest mining 
operators in the northern country, and 
furthermore represents a number of the 
wealthiest capitalists in the east, and tho 
following facts elicited by the reporter, 
will no doubt [prove of interest, coming as 
they do from a gentleman, know;? the 
whole length and breadth of the United 
States as a bold and enterprising mining 
operator. 

"What is the occasion of your visit to 
Victoria, Mr. Nowell "1 asked tho re- 
porter. 

" 1 am on my way to B ston via San 
Francisco, having been away for ovor four 
months. I shall return next spring, or 
probably sooner. " 

"News has been received that you and 
tho people you represent have struck a 
rich lode in the Silver Bow Basin." 

"Yes, 1 have every reason to believe 
that we have struck the richest mine ever 
found in that country, and old '4!l miners 
say it will far surpass the old Comstock 
mines. They also say the mine has the 
largest amount of high grade ore they 
have ovor seen in any mine. The 
Silver Bow has an entirely different 
formation from Douglas Island and tho 
great amount of ore runs from 8200 to 
§1000 per ton. The average practical 
working will be from'fOO to §100 to tho 
ton. \Y'e have a ten-stamp mill under 
construction with a wire elevated tram- 
way which will run from the mine to the 
mill, a distance of about two miles. The 
mill will have a capacity of ](]() tons per 
day and we will have it in operation in 
tho spring. The elevation of the mine is 
about 2,200 feet above tide water, and wo 
have already on the dump several thous- 
and tons of ore which were mined this 
season. We are now running two tunnels 
for tho purpose of developing the mine, 
one at 100 feet level and the other 200 
feet and have already struck pay ore in 
both, tho Biiinu character, in fact, as that, 
now boms; mined on tbo surface. It is 
estimated that there ate 50,000 tons of 
ore that can be taken out at every ton- 
foot level. 1 am not as sanguine as oth- 
ers less interested in tho mine, but I 
know that we have struck the richest 
mine ever known as I am assurred by old 
minors, who have nothing to do with us, 
that there is nothing in America 
to compare with it and it is 
regarded in Alaska as the mother 
lode of the country, which all scientific 
men predicted existed in Alaska. This 
mine is controlled by the same stock bidd- 
ers as in tho Douglas Island properties, 
and is under the management of myself. 
You no doubt heard that we were com- 
pelled to shut down the Union mine on 
Douglas Island. That is so, but we will 
start up again in the spring with tine 
prospects. There bus been a heavy ad- 
vance in real estate at Juneau on account 
of the development of our new mine', and 
Juueau, which always was a quiet little 
town, is boomimr at a groat rate, and 
good times aro anticipated. 

THE TKEADWELL MINE COMPANY 
has a large 210 stamp mill running, and 
are doing well. The new English com- 
pany aro now running, tunnels pre- 
paratory to erecting 120 st.i„ips next 
year. Another company are develop- 
ing the " Mexico " mine, and con- 
templating erecting an 80 stamp mill 
in the spring. 

The placer miners in Silver Bowe Basin 
section have made their first clean up, anil 
from all accounts have realized satisfactory 
results. No news had been received from 
the Yukon country, but it was expected 
when 1 left news would be received about 
tho first of next month. About 200 miners 
wont into that country this year. 

Tho Bonier Bay district, where extensive 
development work was done this year, lias 
demonstrated the fact that there is well 
defined pay ore in sufficient quantities to 
warrant the erection of stamp mills at an 
early day. There has been important dis- 
coveries of silver ore in well-defined fissure 
veins and tho ore is of sufficient richness 
to ship below for .smelting. That section 
also promises to bo an important factor in 
the mining business of Alaska." 

Mr. Nowell left on his homeward trip 
this morning via the Sound and San 
Francisco. Mo will, as before stated, re- 
tain in the spring and renew his labors. 
Tho weather, he said, was all that could 
bo desired for the work he had in hand'. 

Nan.U.mo, Aug. 2-f. The Idaho reached 
Nanainio early this morning with about 
sixty passengers on her return from 
Alaska. She passed the Ancon on Aug. 
19th a little below Tongas. The weather 
experienced by the Idaho was exceedingly 
line until two days since, when rain and 
fog net ill, 

Tho passengers report great activity at 
Juneau on account of the mining pros- 
pects. YVithiu a month property has in- 
creased one-third in value. 

The Treadwell mine is turning out about 
!i00 tons of ore a day. A lack of water, 
on account of the dryness of the season, 
prevents tlio mill running much more than 
half its force. 

Among the Idaho's passengers are Hon. 
0. J. 1 lodge, of Cleveland, t)., Captain 
John Oodman, of San Francisco, Cala., 
and Mr. Thos. Nowell, of Boston, chief 
owner of the ,1111101111 mine.

THE MENZIES CASE. 

Tlio Accused Pound Guilty of the Offence 
Charged— Re Makes a Statement— 
Sentence Deferred. 

The adjourned case of Waiter R. Men- 
zies, charged with promoting illicit inter- 
course between Ah Liu and Ah Cheo, 
came up yesterday morning in tho su- 
premo court, when Mr. Justice Gray de- 
livered judgment. 

His lordship reviewed the ovidenue at 
considerable length. Acting both as a 
judge and a jury, ho attached very lit'Ie 
importance to tho evidence of tho two 
Chinese witnesses. The turning point of 
tho matter was that Menzies gave a re- 
ceipt and worded it as be did, which to 
his mind was conclusive evidence of hav- 
ing deceived the Chinese. The Chinese 
evidence was valueless, except so far as it 
corroborated tbo evidence of other wit- 
nesses. The counsel for the defence, Mr. 
Drake, (J.l^., claimed that thoy were mar- 
ried according to Chinese custom, if that 
was the case, w hy t he mockery and trouble 
of another ceremony !' In closing, his 
lordship said, " I find tho prisoner guilty 
of the offence charged." 

His lordship said, 'is he had been unable 
to allow the prisoner a chance to speak 
before the verdict was rendered, lie 
would defer sentencing him until he made 
any statement be wished. 

Mr. Drake — Mr. Menzies wishes to 
make a statement now. 

His Lordship -Very well, Mr. Men- 
zies, you can make any statement you 
wish. 

menzies' statement. 
May it please your Lordslup: 

1 returned to Victoria, purposely, to 
give ventilation to these charges. It was 
not within my knowledge, at tho timo, 
that 1 would be able to offer nothing in 
my own defence, that I would be arraigned 
simply upon information and belief, as I 
have been, through the police authorities; 
no special charge being made against 1110, 
other than sworn to upon information 
and belief, brought about by the reports 
current in the newspapers, it has been 
for the prosecution — or rather persecution 
1 might say -to rake your statutes from 
one end to the other for tho purpose of 
bringing some charge to st ick against 1110. 
Had I known that 1 would not be able to 
give a personal defence and explanation 
in this matter, I should certainly not 
have placed myself in the position in 
which I am to-day. I am satisfied that I 
have done no injury to the Province of 
British Columbia, nor its laws, nor have I 
sought to do any in jury to my fellow- 
creatures. The coming of this girl to my 
house through my mother-in-law and Mr. 
Vrooman dates nearly two years back. 
From that time she 1ms been under my 
roof, and under my protection, where sho 
has been dependent upon 1110 for supplies, 
clothing and provisions, and so forth. In 
the meantime changes have taken place, 
and this girl has been under the protection 
of tho "Home." From the time, she came 
to my place 1 had 110 desire to have any- 
thing further to do with her; and be- 
lieving from information from Mrs. 
Fowler and others that she would bo re- 
ceived, I oft'erod one of them a situation 
with Mr. Cohen, and the other one 1 
took into my family to assist the house- 
hold. My family being about to remove 
from ill health to California, 1 took this 
girl to Mrs. Crawford on her stating that 
her daughter, Mrs. Whiltier, would be 
able to employ her with regard to family 
usefulness. She took her upon many oc- 
casions backward and forward to Esqui- 
malt with her, but she was unable to keep 
her. I was compelled under the circum- 
stances to seek a different place for the 
girl, where she could be employed to her 
own benelit and to that of others; but in 
each case 1 failed. I applied to many 
families, even to public places. I was 
compelled to maintain the expense of 
Mrs. Crawford's house for the purpose of 
keeping this girl, at my own expense. 
During that tilne quite a period of months 
- nearly four months — elapsed. The 
girl had been nearly eight months prior 
to that under my protection, eating my 
food at my table, a period of nearly a 
year upon which she had depended for 
support. If, during that year, 1 did not 
expend more than $15.0 for provisions 
and other necessaries upon her, I 
should hu very much surprised. 1 believe 
it far exceeded that. During the time 
that the girl was at Mrs. Crawford's she 
was treated with the greatest possible 
kindness. Several witnesses at Mrs. 
Crawford's have seen her Ihroughout the 
yards in the pluce where Mrs. Crawford 
resided, no restraint being put upon the 
girl. At no lime was the way to the 
thoroughfare closed, the girl having free 
access to the public streets, nor did Mrs. 
Crawford ever chastise her, except on 
two occasions. The girl had beet: a prosti- 
tute; you will please take that in to con- 
sideration. Sho was a rescued prostitute 
from one of the lowest dens in Chinatown. 
(Here the prisoner gave instances of the 
girl's depravity.) This is the character of 
the girl for whom I am to pay tho penalty 
of tbo laws of British Columbia. Your 
honor, if I have done any wrong, I think 
it must have been done to the Chinaman 
with whom I sought all honorable means 
lo bring about a marriage with her. This 
man and girl sought lo oblain a marriage. 
I stated openly that ho could obtain that 
license; there was nothing underhanded 
about, that. Iininediatly upon my return 
from tho sheriffs oHice, according 
to stipulation, the Chinaman paid 1110 
down the money in Mrs. Crawford's 
presence. That receipt was then made 
by me, believing that there was no 
obstacle in the way of bringing about a 
proper marriage, ami tho consummation of 
the desires of each. I insisted with the 
man that he could not hold this girl live 
minutes from Mr. Vrooman, if he did not 
have tho marriage performed according 
to the law of British Columbia. Follow- 
ing my leaving him, I went to each and 
ali of the different ministers of Victoria. 
I was instructed by the Rev. Bishop 
Oridge, after stating tho circumstances, 
and after slating the fscts that this China- 
man had informed me of, that Mr. Vroo- 
man had attempted to extort $200 from 
him as blood money; for 1 stated that to 
Bishop Cridge, as well as to Mr. Eraser,

1 went to each 
and all of those ministers and they re- 
fused. Then 1 went to Mrs. Crawford's 
place, after having my supper, having 
visited the Catholic father. Father Jonc- 
kau, who gave me about the same advice, 
that is to allow them to marry after their 
own fashion. The advice of Bishop Cridge 
was to allow them to take their own form 
of ceremony, If I have done wrong, I 
have done wrong on their own instruc- 
tions. For myself, I am willing to fake 
all the law can inflict upon inc. I have, 
at least, manh 1 enough to stand any- 
thing in that character. Upon 1113' own 
behalf, I ask nothing, Upon the behalf 
of my mother, and my wife, and my child, 
who are dependent upon me, I ask your 
leniency. 

At tho close of the prisoner's remarks, 
Mr. Justice (i ray, having lirst expressed 
a wish that the statement should be re- 
duced into writing and handed to him, 
continued: "It is only to be regretted if 
you have facts to bring forward, you did 
not produce them." 

Menzies -I deeply regret that at the 
police court my lawyer gave me away; 
no defence was made in this case. 1 had 
many witnesses that could have been 
brought forward to show all that to your 
lordship. 

Court — It would have made a very ma- 
tonal difference. It would have estab- 
lished the fact then, that the Chinese cere- 
mony had been performed, and still more 
material to your benelit if you can 
show that the ceremony was per- 
formed under the advice and suggestions 
of reverend gentlemen. But you must 
remember that in the case as stated be- 
fore the court there was not one re- 
deeming point brought forward in your 
favor. The advice and opposition of men 
in that station, and your acting upon it, 
is certainly a matter of great considera- 
tion, but as the matter stands at present, 
the law has clearly been violated, and I 
can come to no other conclusion than that 
which I have arrived at, which is in ac- 
cordance with the facts that have been 
provided, but 1 will lie very happy to 
have that writing. I think myself that 
the statements which you have made, and 
the charges with reference to other people 
involve very serious consideration; and I 
think it is quite time that the whole of 
this matter should bo either put an end 
to, or that an exposure should take place, 
and lot the fault rest upon tho proper 
shoulders.
